these southern states. When you laid 
down the tracks to Chattanooga you 
did not lay down your political, your 
commercial, or your religious princi- 
ples. 
[Applause.] When you drove 


the spikes in those ties you did not in- 
tend to drive nails into the coffin of 
free speech or free trade. 
[Ariplause.] 


I have heard all this before in the state 
from which I come. I remember when 
eotton and calico meetings were held in 
New York on the idea that men were 
to sell their principles with their dry 
goods. 
I remember when we must not 


discuss the question of slavery lest it 
should disturb the conservatism and 
tranquility of the south. 
I remember 


when it was said it would not do to 
eleet Abraham Lincoln.
